The  Ironworks  Pier  was  in  a  state “of  disrepair 
and  unfit  for  use  in  the  condition  I  found  it.  The 
sidings  on  this  Pier  were  stacked  With  wagon  wheels,  most 
of  which  I  was  informed  were  serai). 


In  my  opinion  the  Port  is  unfit  for  use  in  its 
present  condition.
